London, June 15.—The blue book issued yes- 
terday, while presenting nothing new on 
the Transvaal question, gives a lucid view 
of Sir Alfred Milner’s position on the South 
African problem. The High Commissioner 
yegards the franchise question in the 
Transvaal simply as a test in settling 
the far wider problem of British supremacy 
in South Africa. One sign of hesitancy on 
the part of the British government now 
weans a loss of prestige absolutely fatal to 
British interests in the Cape. 

It was always supposed Sir Alfred Milner 
took a serious view of the situation, but.the 
publication of the official dispatches shows 
him even more decided than was imagined. 


Milner Urges Intervention. 
Here are Sir Alfred Milner's own words: 
It is a case for intervention overwhelm- 
ingly. The only attempted answer that 
things will right themselves if left alone, 
but, in fact, the policy of leaving things 
alone has been tried for years, and has led 
to their going from bad to worse. 
“Tt is not true this is owing to the Jame- 
gon raid. They were going from bad to 
worse before the raid. We were on the verge 
of war before the raid, and the Transvaal 
Was on the verge of revolution. The effect 
‘of the raid has been to give the policy of 
leaving things alone a new lease of life, with 
the old consequences of the spectacle of 
thousands of British subjects kept perma- 
nently in a pqsition of helots, constantly 
chafing: under. andoubted grievances, and 
Werne Vainly to her Majesty's government 
ter This policy is steadily. under 
thinning the influence and reputation of Great 
Britalm and respect for government within 
the Queen's dominions.

NEWLY FORTIFIED TOWN.

Even the trees 
and shrubbery were torn as by a hail-storm, 

Several hundred women and children came 
into the American lines for refuge, and the 
road from Bakoor was covered all day long 
with processions of them on foot and in 
carts, driving animals and earrying goods 
on their heads. The appearance of the bat- 
tlefleld testified to the flerceness of yester- 
day's fighting. The trees along the river 
between the lines are almost torn down by 
bullets. The American officers estimate that 
100 insurgents were killed and that 300 were 
wounded during the. engugement. 

The next battle will probably be fought at

Stories of Eye-Witnesses. 

Eye witnesses tell thrilling stories of the 
approach of the storm and the havoc 
wrought by it. Conductor J. E. Burnham 
said: I observed two dark clouds a 
proaching when the train came to a stand- 
still. Anticipating trouble, I glanced at 
them, and as the train started back it 
seemed to me the two clouds converged and 
swept down on the doomed town. When we 
arrived we found an appalling scene of deso- 
lation. None of the villagers had appeared 
from the cellars, but soon the population be- 
gar to assemble. They were excited, dis- 
traught, and incoherent. They ran about 
looking for friends and relatives, crying and 
wringing their hands. I believe the delayed 
approach of the storm which enabled the 
‘citizens to seek refuge in their cellars was 
all that saved their lives and lessened the 
number of casualties.”’ 

Thomas Carrigan, one of the train crew 
that passed through Herman, said: “‘ There 
were probably about a dozen freight cars 


standing around the yards when the tornado 
struck the place and they were a sight to 


behold. The entire town was wiped out 
with the exception of a few buildings along 
the east and west outskirts. The buildings 
are literally torn to pieces. The boards were 


all in splinters. The débris was scattered all 
along the streets and much of it could be 


seen along the tracks as we passed along. 
On Main street twenty-five horses were 
killed. Some of them were carried from a 
few rods to one and a half miles; one large 
horse was carried nearly one mile and 
dropped without recefving a scratch. Mrs. 
Hopkins’ body was not found until midnight, 
having been carried forty rods and disposed

“THE ZAPOTE RIVER FIGHT. 
Some of the most gallant work of the 
Philippine campaign has been done by the 
American regulars and volunteers within 
a dozen mes south of Manila in the last 
few days. The final charge in which the 
Fourteenth Infantry swam the Zapote 
River and captured the rebel’. trenches, | 
while the Ninth and Twelrth floundered 
-across a lagoon and flanked the enemy, 
will rank among the brilliant achievements ' 
of the campaign. The Zapote bridge near 
Bakoor was the key of the tebel resistance, 
and when the Twenty-first finally crossed it 
at the close of the hard day's fighting that | 
resistance was broken. Bakoor itself was 
taken yesterday morning without a fight, 
indicating that General Otis has cause 
for his belief that the insurgents will make 
-ne other determined stand in the southern 
provinces. It will not be forgotten, how- 
ever, that the commanding Geueral’s hope-, 
ful prophecies have failed peveral times 4 
late. 
The fighting plong the Zapote River hab! 
been the severest of the campaign. Gen- 
eral Otis’ former report of thirty casual. 
ties is now increased to ten killed and forty 
wounded. The majority of the brave fel- 
lows fell at the crossilg of the Zapote. 
The regulars here played the same gal- 
lant part as that displayed by the Ne- 
braska and Kansas, regiments and the 
Thirteenth Minnesota in the deadly ate. 
counters north of Mania. “The 
patches make ‘special mention of . 
Lawton's personal prowess, and of the dis- 
tinguished services of Generals Wheaton 
and Ovenshine. The swampy country, the 
bamboo thickets, and the tropical heat 
formed a combination which might weil 
defeat. anything but Yankee pluck and 
energy. 
Several features of the rebel resistance 
were new. For the first time the Ameri- 
cans had to face artillery. When the rebels 
fled they left behind them several five-inch | 
guns with ammunition marked U. 8. 
Navy Yard.” Where did they get these? 
Another unusual feature was the height | 
and thickness: of the rebel breastworks; 
they were the strongest that have yet been 
encountered. Still another was the ambush 
into which some companies of the Twen- 
ty-first were led by treacherous “ amigo” 
guides. They were lured into following a 
han@ful of rebels among the bamboos and 
suddenly found themselves the center of 
a deadly fire from both sides and from 
the rear. Before they had fought their 
way out their ammunition began to fail, 
and General Lawton, Major Starr, and 
Lieutenants Donovan and Sonnelly are 
mentioned as having made a desperate 
stand with the aid of rifles dropped by 
wounded men. When the last of the car- 
tridges were gone there was nothing left to 
do but break through the enemy's flank, car- 
rying their wounded. It wae the most 
dangerous experience thus far encountered 
in the Philippines. 
The insurgents are as haw | 
ing retired in disorder to the interior— | 
probably to Imus. They had been at work | 
on their Zapote intrenchments for the last | 
four months, and it will take them nearly 
as long to prepare for another resistance 
such as they made at Paranaque, Las 
Pinas, and Bakoor. They have lost their 
artillery, Several hundred of their num- 
ber fell in the Zapote fight, besides their 
losses at other places. They are cut off 
from Aguinaldo and his forces north of 
Manila.

Education to the State department 
in Antwerp. some farticulars as to com- 
mercial education in Ant- 
werp which are of general interest. This 
report, taken in connection with Mr. Bryce's 
recent article upon the same subject, to 
which reference was recently made in THE 
TRIBUNE, should serve to call attention to 
this highly important subject. .In the Ant- 
werp Commercial Institute the students are 
divided into two classes, the regular and 
the free. The former attend all the lectur 
with a view to obtaining a diploma at the en 


prescribed course of study, except for those 
preparing for the Belgian consular service, 

for whom a third year’s course has been 
added. The free student follows only 
the courses of lectures which he considers 
of importance to his commercial career. 

Instruction includes transactions of com- 
mercial and counting houses, theory of ex- 
change, correspondence in at least five lan- 
guages, principles of political economy, in- 
ternational commercial law and customs 
legislation, geographical and economical 
conditions of foreign countries, values of 
raw material, and political events so far 
as they affect commercial interests, An 
important feature of the institute is the 
bestowal of traveling scholarships, which 
allow the holder to travel three years with 
an annual income of about $1,000. Down to 
the close of 1802 students had been sent 
abroad, and they have remained abroad in 
lucrative positions in countries where Bel- 
gium is seeking to place its manufactures. 
The government and the municipality con- 
trol the instfituie and pay most of its ex- 
penses. The student's fee is only $50 the 
first year and $60 the second. Little Bel- 
gium evidently appreciates the value of 
commercial education, which helps to ex- 
plain its exceptional wealth and prosperity.

To 

hear the cases of 77,411 prisoners there 

were, in all, 108 Judges and justices of all 


IN HONOR OF AN OLD-TIME HERO.—This 
week in Upper Sandusky, O., was observed the 
317th anniversary of the death of Colonel W. 
William Crawford. Colonel Crawford was one of 
those who, in the closing days of the last century, 
gave up his life in the long struggle with the In- 
dans, who at that time controlled all of Ohio and 
the country westward.

the Prince was referred to as Mr.“ Bibesco. 

The Prince objected to being thus styled, and 
demanded that the decree should be modified 
in such @ manner as to describe him by what 
he claims to be his correct title. To this 


the Roumanian Premier demurred. He 


called the attention of George Bibesco to 
that noteworthy paragraph of the national 
constitution of Roumania which abolishes 
all nobillary titles and distinctions in the 
kingdom, forbidding t use, besides nt- 
ing out that he himself the Premier, although 
a scion of the formerly imperial house of 
Captacuzene, which reigned at Constanti- 
nople in the fourteenth century, was per- 
fectly content to call himself Mr.“ Can- 


tacusene instead of Prince.“ 


‘George Bibesco is a man who has had an 
exceedingly adventurous career. His father 
reigned for a short time over Roumania as 
Hospodar or vassal Prince under the suzer- 
ainty of the Sublime Porte, but was eventu- 
ally exiled. George Bibesco was educated in 
France, entered the French army, took a 


prominent part in the war of 1870, being 


decorated with the Legion of Honor on the 
field of battle for bravery, and having been 
led prisoner of war into Germany man- 
aged through his personal acquaintance 
with the Prussian commanders to obtain an 


‘alleviation of the hardships of his fellow- 


tives. 

“iter the war he eloped with the wife of 
the well-known French cavalry General, the 
late Duke of Beauffremont. She was by 
birth a Princess ‘Chimay, sister of the late. 
Prince Joseph Chimay, who was the father- 
in-law of the American Princess Chimay of 
Gypsy Rigo celebrity. As there was no di- 
vorce at the time in France the Duchess se- 
cured from the petty German state of Saxe- 
Altenburg a divorce from the Duke of 
Beauffremont, the legality of which .was, 
however, repudiated by the French courts, 
which did not hesitate to pronounce the 
marriage which the Duchess thereupon con- 
tracted, with Prince Bibesco as bigamous. 
Nor was it until divorce was inaugurated as 
part and parcel of French law and the 
Duchess was able to obtain from the French 
tribunal a dissolution of her union with 
the Duke that her marriage with George 
Bibesco could be legalized in such a fashion 
as to admit of her return to France without 
peril of arrest for bigamy. 

It is difficult to see how the dispute be- 
tween Prince George Bibesco and the Rou- 
manian Premier will end. Technically: 
speaking the Prime Minister is perfectly 
right. This being the case, he cannot re- 
treat from the position which he has taken 
up, and, under the circumstances, there is 
ane 1 55 the Fr to do but to give way.

‘tonished at the breaking off of the engage- 
ment between Prince Maximilian of Baden 
and the Grand Duchess Helene of Russia, 
yet there is no truth whatsoever in the ab-

has been brought about for the purpose of 
making a match between the young Prin- 
cess and Grand Duke Michael of Russia, 
youngest brother of the Czar. True, that 
would be a most advantageous union for 
the Grand Duchess, since, owing to the mori- 


bund condition of .the Czarowitz George, 


Michael has, a great chance of succeeding to 
the throne of Russia. But, unfortunately, 
the Grand Duke Michael and the Grand 
Duchess Helene are first cousins, Helene 
being the daughter of Grand Duke Vladimir, 
who was brother to the late Czar. Now, the 
Russian National Church, or, as it is more 
usually styled, the Orthodox Greek rite, 
absolutely forbids any unions between. first 


>} cousins, and under no circumstances grants 


dispensations, so that there is not the 
slightest chance of any match ever taking 
place between the young couple. 

At the same time, it is not surprising that 
the engagement between Prince Max of 
Baden and the young Princess should have 
come an end. Prince Max is a dull and 
dissipated man of 35, who has lived fast, 
and who represents not what is. best but 

what is worst in the German cavalry offi- 
cer. He is slightly bald and drinks heavily, 
added to which the court of Baden is one 
of the most dull and dreary in all Eyrope, 
and entirely subject, in official as well as in 
personal matters, to Berlin despotism. ; 
The Princess, on the other hand, is a 
thoroughly spoilt child, impulsive, clever, 
brilliant, and hot-tempered, one of the most 
sensational flilustrations of her passionate 
nature having been furnished three years 
ago, when she hurled a cup of boiling tea 
at her governess, scalding the poor woman: 
frightfully. She is the idol of her father, 
and far and away the beauty of the imperial 
family, who, together with the Russian peo- 
ple, cordially approve of her action in jilt- 


| ing her flancé. The Russian police are en- 


deavoring to confiscate all photographs on 
which*the Prince and Grand Duchess are 
represented together. 
Let me add that the religious matters 
have nothing whatsoever to do with the 
rupture of the match, for the mother of the 
Princess is a rabid Lutheran, being the only 
foreign lady married to a Russian Grand 
Duke who has declined to assume the re-

‘twenty-vighth annual commencement of the 
_ University of Illinois was held at. Military 

Hall this morning in the presence of a crowd 
of 1.000 alumni and friends of the institution. 
The hall was beautifully decorated for the 
event. The 175 members of the class formed 
in line at the library building at 10 o'clock, 
and, headed by President Draper, the Boar] 
of Trustees, and the corps of instruction, 
marched to the hall to music by the military 
band. "The trustees, faculty, and guests of 
the institution took seats upon the plat- 
form ond the graduates were seated in 
chairs fronting them. The exercises opened 
with the march, University of Illinois 
Cadets, by the band. The Rev. H. HI. 
O'Neal. D. D., pastor of the First Methodist 
Church of Champaign, conducted the de- 
votional exercises. After the overture, 
„ Tancred,“ by the band, President Draper 
introduced George E. Adams of. Chicago, 
who delivered the address of the morning on 
“The Twentieth Century American. 


George E. Adams’ Address. . 
r. Adams said in part: 

1 is easy to say that an American uni- 
versity ought to meet the largest demands of 
Jiberal education in the community in which 
it exists. It is not so easy to say what the 
demands of liberal education in that com- 

' munity really are. It is easy to say that in 
this country the university ought to adjust 
itself to the changes of a rapidly changing 
time. It is not so easy to-foresee or measure 
the changes of the time or to make the ad- 
zust ments which they render necessary. 
One difficulty seems to be inherent in the con- 
stitution of the modern university. It has a 
definite course of studies. It has a faculty 
chosen With reference to that course of 
studies. It has one or more governing 
boards. Who 1s to decide from time to time 
what changes are needed in the curriculum 
or in the methods of instruction to keep the 
university abreast of the times? The 
trustees or overseers represent the State or 
the community at large. In some universi- 
ties they are elected by the general body of 
ay know something of the 
opinions and wishes of the community, but 
they are not usually persons of learning or 
familiar with methods of instruction. The 
members of the faculty, partial to the 
studies and the methods in which they have 
spent perhaps the best years of their lives, 
cannot be expected to see the need of change. 
Besides, the faculty and the governing 
board, and I speak as a member of a govern- 
irig board, usually, belong to the generation 
thet is departing.

The cre 
generation, it may be, does not fully under- 
stand the other. i 


Process of Building. ) 
of nation building that has 
been going on here for the last 100 years, and 
nom near completion, is like the process ot 
tion building which, on a smaller scale 
and under less favorable conditions, went on 
in England from the time of Hengsit and 
Horsa to the time of Henry VII. to form the 
Enelish nation. I wish to point out some of 
the differences in the racial elements of 
which the two nations are composed and the 
differences in the physical and mental en- 
¥irenments under which they have been 
We call the English an Anglo-Saxon na- 
tion. The word is too firmly rooted in usage 
to be Gisplaced, but it is misleading. It ex- 
presses only a part of the truth. The English 
nation is.a compound of more than two ele- 
‘ments. There were Angles, Saxons, Jutes, 
Danes, Norwegians, and Celts whose blood 
mingled in the veins of the average English- 
man ofthe tenth century. I once saw a book 
Written by an enthusiastic Celt to prove that 
the English nation is mainly Celtic, and that 
the so-called Anglo-Saxon invaders merely 
- imposed their languages, or a mixture of 
their languages, together with their laws, 
upon the conquered British population. The 
Norman invasion added a new element to the 
ma tional character, as it did to the language. 
If it. is true, as Blackstone says, that any 
Englishman of his time had good reason to 
believe that in his veins flowed the blood of 
King Alfred as the blood of King Alfred’s 
meanest serf, it is just as fair to say that he 
was descended.from Celtic, Norwegian, 
Danish, Jute, Saxon, Angie, and Norman 
ancestors, and that his character had been 
formed by combining the characteristics of 
all of them. The process of assimilation by 
which the modern English nation was 
formed out of all these different elements 
was a.slow one. Taine, in his history of 
English literature, saysit was not completed 
till shortly before the discovery of America. 
During the last 250 years, and especially 
within 100 years, the same process of nation 
building has gone forward in America. The 
Same German and Scandinavian nations 
that invaded-England have sent invaders 
westward across a wider sea to a larger land. 
They have here united with Celts and with 
descendants of Englishmen to form a pew 
nation. The historical parallel may enable 
us at least to guess what that new nation

MORGAN REMOVED FOR HERESY 


Drake University Trustees Oust One of 
the Faculty for Saying the Bible 
Was Not Inspired. | 


Des Moines, Ia., June 14.—[Special. I- Pro- 
fessor O. T. Morgan of the department of 
Greek and Hebrew in Drake University was 
removed by the Board of Trustees at their 
meeting today. This action was the re- 
sult of a long controversy between Professor 
Morgan and many of his pupils over charges 
of heresy which they had frequently made 

Professor Morgan is a believer in higher 
criticism and says so. In a lecture before 
his class he stated that he thought the 
Bible was not an inspired book, but from an 
Inspired people. The pupils protested to 
the trustees. That wasin April. The trus- 
tees then removed Professor Morgan from 
the chair of biblical literature and history 
and made him professor of Greek and 
Hebrew. They further instructed him to 
say nothing of higher criticism or inspira- 
tion. 

He failed to observe that injunction and 
wrote an article for the Oracle, a paper 
published by the Christian Church.
